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FOREWORD 

THE  collection  of  objects  of  art  assembled  by  the   late  Arthur   B. 
Davies  will  be  placed  on  exhibition  at  the  Galleries  of  the  Amer- 
ican   Art   Association,    Inc.    on    April    13th,    prior  to    its   dispersal 
by  public  sale. 

Much  has  been  written  of  this  great  American  master  of  design,  but 
I  venture  the  opinion  that  nothing  could  reveal  more  intimately  to  the 
world  than  this  collection  the  fund  of  intellectual  thought  through  which 
he  made  his  lasting  appeal  to  the  needs  of  the  human  heart  and  mind — the 
divers  ways  in  which  a  master  of  aesthetics  may  be  influenced,  and  the 
movement  of  the  scenes  of  vital  progress  from  country  to  country.  Davies 
was  in  fact  an  eclectic,  who  was  receptive  to  the  inventive  artistry  of  five 
continents.  The  collection  includes  Babylonian,  Assyrian,  Roman  and 
Egyptian  relics,  Persian  and  Mesopotamian  pottery,  Greek  and  Roman 
sculptures,  primitive  carvings  of  the  American  and  African  aborigines, 
archaic  utilitarian  implements,  Japanese  and  Chinese  objects,  two  rare 
Etruscan  vases  of  the  sixth  century  B.C.  [Nos.  219  and  220],  Coptic  fab- 
rics including  two  unique  Egyptian  shrine  paintings  on  cloth  of  the  eleventh 
dynasty  [No.  291],  together  with  French  eighteenth  century  furniture, 
tapestries  and  decorative  objects. 

The  first  and  third  sessions  of  the  collection  comprise  approximately 
two  hundred  drawings,  water-colors  and  oil  paintings  by  the  most  individual 
moderns,  including  Degas,  Andre  Derain,  Matisse,  Picasso,  Jacques  Villon, 
Marie  Laurencin,  Georges  Braque,  Walt  Kuhn,  Charles  E.  Serret,  Paul 
Signac,  Serge  Ferat,  Henri  Rousseau,  Georges  Seurat,  George  E.  Luks, 
George  Overbury  Hart,  Rivera,  Cezanne,  J.  Macdonald  Wright,  Scham- 
berg,  Dwight  Williams,  Preston  Dickinson,  Juan  Gris,  Jules  Pascin, 
Redon,  Alfred  H.  Maurer,  Winslow  Homer,  Maurice  B.  Prendergast,  Max 
Weber,  Wood  Gaylor,  Pissarro,  Marsden  Hartley,  Charles  Sheeler,  Gabriel 
Fournier  and  many  others,  together  with  sculptures  by  Henri  Matisse,  Man- 
uel  Manolo,  Constantin  Brancusi  and   Maillol. 

The  writer  is  indebted  for  much  valuable  material  contained  in  the 
catalogue  of  this  interesting  collection  to  Mr.  Fahim  Kouchakji,  a  close 
personal  friend  of  the  late  Mr.  Davies,  and  a  warm  protagonist  of  his  art.
